’ LACK OF BALANCE 

Regarding the players, of the six 
new caps it can be said without 
fear of corttradiction that only 
Dallah made good and he, did. it 
with an emphasis which was ‘re: 
markable, considering that he was 
the star player in a rink consisting 
of three old hands. Or was it per- 
haps. that he was amongat experi- 
enced players ‘that : he played his 
normal’ League game? There may 
be something in that if we cast a

and only the experiertced one was 
good, There seems to--have been a 
lack of balance which the critics 
(myself. included) failed to notice 
when commenting favourably on 1 the 
selection of the teams.

STRICKEN WITH: NERVES 

‘That most of the new players 
were stricken with nerves, there 
can. be no doubt. Whilst most. of 
them seemed over-anxious to do well 
on: their own::green, feeling that 
the onldokers thought that as they 
knew every blade of grass’ on it. 
THEY were to be strength of the 
team. I suggest, as I did before, 


that a series of trial matches would }. 


have helped the Selection Commit- 
tee considerably, especially in 
eliminating those who ‘had not the 
“big match” temperament. The an- 
xiety of playing for a place in the 
team, before a body of critics, would 


be something akin to that of play- 


ing in the match, though I do not 
say this would be the same, nor 


would the test prove infallible, as] 


all of us.are liable to an off -day. 
But it would have helped.. 

SHOULD NOT HAVE PLAYED
